William Penn, acting 
field director for the 
National. NAACP.in New 
York, was in Columbus 
Tuesday evening to meet 
with members.of the 
branch regarding the past 
election which was ruled 
invalid due to NAACP con- 
stitutional infractions. : 

Appearing at the Neil 
House, Penn would only 
issue a brief statement 
before the session was ter- 
med closed to members of 
the media. 

Penn indicated that the 
local branch “is not in 
receivership - the National 
Office wishes’ to simply 
provide guidance where it 
may be needed.” 

Sonn praised the local 
branch for “successfully 
mounting a membership 
drive that surely impresses 
the National Office.” 

Penn also added that the 
meeting had been called 
for purposes of 
reorganization and ‘‘not to 
put any constraints on the 
local branch.” 

He “further stated that 
“we (members of the 
National Office) believe 
that the infractions of the 
local branch were done 
without malice; they were 
just errors that we wish to 
help correct.” 

It was not revealed when 
a new election will be held, 
although Penn did mention 
that all NAACP officers 
here will remain in their of- 
ficial roles until further 
developments.

CREDIT, ALIMONY, AMONG MAJOR 
LEGAL PROBLEMS FACED BY WOMEN

Credit, divorce and 
alimony are but a few of 
the major legal problems 
that women in society face. 

The woes for women 
seem to be compounded 
basically because of one 
reason: that they are 
women. 

This, and much more ° 
about discrimination which 
affects the female was. 
made evident at the first 
Annual Women's Legal 
Rights Workshop last+ 
Saturday at the Ohio 
Union. 

Outlined at the day-long 
event, sponsored by the 
Law Association of Women 
of Ohio State University, 
were ways in which women 
can learn to cope with the 


“built in discrimination,” 
most notably, by becoming 
aware of their al rights 


and of the ways to seek 
redress in light of a legal 
battle. . ; 

According to Cynthia 
Cummings, one of the 
black women serving as 
speakers at the workshop 
and a sophomore in the 
College of Law, Women do 
not become acquainted 
with the legal system until 
some of their rights have 
been abridged. 

“women need a better 
understanding of the law- 
before something hap- 
pens,” Cummings said. 

Cummings, who holds a 
BA degree in politics from 
Princeton University, indi- 
cated that the non- 
aggressive nature of the 


’ legal structure in the area 


of feminine rights is a hin- 
drance for women. 

“The way our legal 
system is set up, it doesn't 
seek you out, you have to 
seek it out,” she said. 

Calling this a “society 
that thrives on credit,” 
Lucy —-Raub——Herman, 
another law student who 
headlined the credit work- 
shop, stated that women 
and other minorities are 
hurt because of their 
inability to establish credit. 

Herman, in) a CALL- 
POST interview, explained 
that the passing of a recent 
federal credit Act (Federal 
Equal Credit Opportunity 
Act-15 USC 1691) will aid 
the poor, the elderly and 
other infringed citizens in 
recognizing their legal 
rights. 


“Those people whose 
main source of income 
comes from welfare, pen- 
sions or social security 
cannot be discriminated 

ainst in regards to ob- 
taining credit,” she said. 

She _ further 
“Elderly people cannot be 
given different rates for a 
credit rating, neither can 


the handicapped." 
* Herman weRed that the 


Act will be very significant 
for blacks. “First of all, it 
altogether outlaws dis- 
crimination on the basis of 
skin color." : 

Male and female salaries 
often come into conflict for 
women when trying to pur- 
chase a home. 

“Black women, in the 
area of residential credit, 
often find that although 
they work, they cannot by 
a house based on their 
own income,"' Herman 
related. “Creditors won't 
look upon the salary of 
both parties-just’ the credit 
rating of the husband. 
They (creditors) simply do 
not think that the wife will 
continue to work for any 
lengthy period of time."

to be reluctant to begin 
legal proceedings, 
basically because of the 
costs that could develop.

Cummings, who headed 
the alimony workshop, 
stated that women have 
considerable problems in 
seeking alimony payments 
to take care of their 
children. 

“There is a widespread 
myth that women can lay 
back and become fi- 
nancially secure from 
alimony payments,” Cum- 
mings said. ‘This is abso- 
lutely untrue, and the 
courts do not help the 
problem when they do not

Some Disenchantment 


While President Carter was turning 
on the charm for our European allies, 
he was losing some enchantment for 
some segments of the American 
electorate who have felt that he owes 
them more than casual atténtion as 
he and his advisors. shape domestic 
policies. : 

Last week, for instance, members 
of the Congressional Black Caucus 


* publicly displayed their displeasure 


over what they considered -snide 
treatment at the hands of “their 
men.” Largely their gripe concerned 
their inability to get an appointment 
with the president to discuss some 
things they considered important to 
the welfare of their black constituen- 
cies, but deeper than that has been 
the feeling that the President has sof- 
tened his support of programs to 
drastically reduce’ unemployment, 
and to work for the objectives of ex- 
panded public works projects. 

This disaffection may have been 
somewhat diluted this week as the 
President signed into. law two bills 
that administration officials said 
would create more than a million 
jobs, primarily for construction work- 
ers and young people. 

The bills authorized the spending 


of $4 billion for public works projects 
- schools, libraries, city halls and 
similar public buildings, and ap- 
propriated $20 billion to fund the pro- 
gram and other public service em- 
ployment. 


. The legislation funds “4000 sep- 
arate projects with . priority being 
given to the northern industrial states 
where unemployment has been.ex- 
ceptionally and persistently high for 
a long time. 

In addition to the $4. billion pro- 
gram, another $8 billion was pro- 
vided for public service employment: 
over the next year and one half, and 
an additional $1 billion for 200,000 
jobs for young people. ; 


However, this does not completely 
satisfy the nation’s major labor lead- 
ers, who feel that the bills are still in- 
adequate. Labor is also disenchanted 
with the president's refusal to sup- 
port its bid for a $3.00 per hour mini- 
mum wage. “- 

Fortunately for Ohio and other nor-* 
thern industrial states, a move to re- 
duce the sums available to such 
states as Ohio, New York, New Jer- 
sey, and Michigan and Pennslyvania, 
were defeated;

Abolish Death Penalty...? 


Abolishment of capital punishment 
in Ohio has been an issue at virtually 
every session of the Ohio Legislature 
for the past several years, but the 
fate of such measures has been the 
same...death in committee, 

Last Friday at a State House press 
conference, Rep. Phale_D.. Hale, 
black Columbus Democrat, an- 
nounced that he was _ introducing 
legislation to outlaw the death 
penalty in Ohio. In spite of -the fact 
that all similar bills have been 
allowed to die languishing deaths in 
committee, Hale is appparently 
determined. to apply all of his 
egislative clout to bring his bill to a 
vote on the House floor.

The last-time | 
visited death row at the Ohio State 
Penitentiary in Columbus, the 10 men 
had one thing in common; they were 
all penniless.” 

Gov. Edmund G. Brown of Califor- 
nia was also quoted by Hale as 
saying: “The naked, simple fact is 


innocent nor deterred the wicked.” 

As previously stated, The CALL &

For the next month, 
thousands of students will receive their 
diplomas. To many, this will be the end of 
their education. Others will go on to 
college, graduate and professional 
studies. 

An education in this scientific-techno- 
logical era is practically a must for young 
people nowgrowinginto adulthood. How- 
ever, because of economic conditions, 
not all aspiring students can afford the 
kind of education they desire. 

To meet the critical problems many 
students face in seeking an education, 
scholarships, grants and work opportu- 
nities are provided by schools, univer- 
sities, businesses and organizations. 
During the last twenty-five years, the fed- 
eral government through its student loan 
program has provided much needed 
help. 

Today, a large number of students 
graduating, have received some, if not 

’ all, the cost of their education through or 
from some agency outside of their family. 

There are many worthy groups 
operating in this field. Just a few weeks 
ago the National Medical Fellowship, 
inc., Cleveland Chapter, gave a luncheon 
that highlighted its contributions to the 
education of medical students at Case 
Western Reserve University Medical 
School. 

Attending were several students from 
freshmen to graduating seniors who, in 
their own way, gave testimony to the ef- 
fectiveness of the help. they received 
from National Medical Fellowships. 

This. is. a—national-organization with 
corporate headquarters in New York City. 
Serving on its national and local chapter 
boards, are some of the nation's top 
business and educational. /eaders: 

It_was founded in 1970 to provide 
educational opportunities in medicine for 
black and other minority students. The 
goal was to have 12% minority students 
in medical schools by 1975. This goal 
was reached. 

Since then, the fund has raised and 
contributed millions of dollars for the 
medical education of minority students. 
According to reports of the organization, 
for the current academic’ year (1975-76) 
1551 awards have been made worth 
$1,897,200.

The United Negro College Fund is an- 
other organization raising millions of 
dollars for black colleges. in fact, if it 
wasn't for this organization, many of our 
black colleges would have closed their 
doors years ago. 

If it were not for these black colleges, 
thousands of our crop of educated 
people, could not have gone to school. 
Our black colleges as poor and in- 
adequate as they are, nevertheless con- 
tribute most of our college and pro- 
fessional school graduates. 

Blacks owe much to the interest and 
largess of concerned whites. Over 75 


. years ago, Julius Rosenwald, then of 


Sears Roebuck Company, hundreds 
of elementary schools in ral south. 
These were areas where the local white 
education. officials refused to provide 
school facilities for blacks. 

It was the General Educational Board, 
financed by John D. Rockefeller, Sr., that 
gave substantial financial help to Negro 
Colleges that saved many of them from 
closing. Then The Philips-Stokes fund 
became a major contributon to black 
education. R 

Today, many black sororities. and 
fraternities are making substantial con- 
tributions to helping black schools and 
black students. 

With all the help that is being given 
from all sources, there are still thousands 
of deserving black students who can't 
get the kind of-education they desire or 
need. 

So graduation time focuses on the im- 
portance of seeing to it that every girl 
and boy has an opportunity for an edu- 
cation. The need for help for black 
colleges and black students, despite all 
the-civil-rights-gains we have made, are 
as great now as they ever were. 

As we educate more and more of our 
people, more and more are we going to 
have to carry an ever increasing share of 
this burden. ° 

Hundreds of students cannot enter 
school next fall unless they find financial 
aid from some source. The need for con- 
tributions and volunteers who will help 
solicit contributions, is great. It is unfor- 
tunate that many of our people who got 
their education from the help of others, 
themselves are reluctant to contribute 
time and money so others too can be 
helped. Black people are not as helpless 
as they sometimes pretend. .

The Black Elected Democrats of Ohio brought into 
play last week an action which dramatically reflects 
the rig ee of the old saying that “politics make 
strange lows.” 

« The action, as outlined at a press conference by 

BEDO Chmn. Rep. C.J. McLin of ion, was in 
defense of the Republican controlled Ohio Dept. of 
Transportation’s (DOT) affirmative action program. 
Under the program, DOT is committed to award. at ' 
least two per cent of its contract work to minority con- 
tractors. 

However, this policy is being challenged in the 
courts by the Ohio Contractors Association in a suit 
filed against DOT. The suit, McLin charges; was a 
blatantly racist action intended to. block minority con- 
tractors from winning contracts. 

McLin, incidentally, is not only chairman of BEDO, 
but he is a member of the State Democrat Executive 
Committee and a member at large of the National 
Democratic Committee. . ‘ 

In further defense of DOT's plan, McLin said “it is 
clear that this policy by Dept. of Transportation is not 
an imposed quota, but instead an rmative action

President Carter fired the first shot of what will un- 

doubtedly be a national debate on welfare policy. 
“when he unveiled the principles that would guide his 
Administration's welfare reform proposals recently. 

The twelve principles he enunciated are so general 
that they almost defy comment. Each one could mean 
whatever an observer wishes them to. So it won't be 
until later this summer, when the promised legislation 
is drafted, that we'll know just what the Admin- 
istration's welfare program will actually be. 

But the President is on the right track when he says 
we should scrap the present system in its entirety and 
come up with something totally new. 

One cause for concern is the President's indication 
that such a new system won't be in place until 1981. 
That's a long time, especially when the present wel-

Vote Bill Invites Fraud

at the polls.on election day 
and then vote at the same 
time, It purports to get a 
greater number of citizens’ 
well into the election day 
activity. No recent political 
thinking would bring on a 
greater trouble than to 
allow voters to register at 
the polls. 

American history .is full 
of examples why such a 
policy should not exist. 
The 19th Century is full of 
election frauds with a 
background of virtually 
gangs of men ~— women 
were not voting then -- 
being taken to the polls to 
vote some big crooked 
ward boss into ‘office. 

His cronies would go out 
and round up a bunch of 
men, get them half drunk 
and then take them to the 
polls ta vote his reelection. 
Big city cliques were 
notorious for such ac- 
tivities. 

Has anyone ever won- 
dered why liquor stores 
and bars are closed during 
the election day hours? 
The reason lies in what 
was said above. Get a 
gang of men drunk and 
they will vote anything. If 
registration of a voter can 
occur at the polis to be 
followed by a vote, bought 
votes will be rampant. 
Votes have been for hire 
and they can go back into 
that category very easily. 

Registration at the polls-
